THE HARTFORD BOND MYSTERY.

Speclal Deposit of $20,000 In Govern.
ment Securities in the Hartford Na-
tional Bank-The Bonds Not to be

Found When Called For—Arrest of the

Teller on Suspicion of Disposing of
Them,; Kte.

Hartromp, Conn, October 4,—It has been
publishid in the G:i)eru wilhin & few days, that
$20,000 worih of ted Btates bonds had myste-
rionsly disappeared from the vault of the Hart
ford National Bauk.

Mr. Rosall Wilcox, a wealthy citizen of this
city. made a special deposit of 1hat mmount, he
claimed, In the bank prior to his goinf 1o Barope
a few months ago, and said he gave the booda to
the President ol the bank. The Presideut dul
not remember having received them, as they
could not be found when Mr, Wiloox, who re-
turped recently, applied for them. This gave 1o
the whole trensaction the mystery alluded to.

The ecase was gpiven into the hands ol the
policé, and Chlet W. P. Chamberlin has been
notively engaged in searching lor some clue to
the missing property, To-day the lollowing
fncts transpired: —0n the 31st of August Alr,
Charles D, Tuller, teller of the bunk, sold $2000
ot seventhirty bonds to Alfred S. Raebinswoa,
gold and stook broker, and the next duy dis-
posid of $3000 to B. F. Abbe, broker, which Mr,
Abbe subseguently sold 1o My, Kobiusou, who
forwarded them to New York, Mr. Tuller, also,
on the 31st of Auecust, sent $5000 of th 'se bonds
to the Fourth Nationul Bank, New York, us a
trapeaction for the bank, and rent witerwards
£10,000 to New York lor disposal, making $20 010
im all. Mr. Wileox, the loser, advertred bis
losg, and gave the numbers of the bonds

Mr, Rubinson, through this channel, found
that some of the numbers wentionsd cor-
responded with those he bought from Mr,
Tuller. This fact was ascertained by Mr. Cham-
berlin, aod trom this start he found that Mr,
Tuller hud disposed of the $20,000 worth of
honds which were mlssiug, Tuller was arcested
thls morning, and told an unreasonable story,
to the effect that a stranger gave bim the bonds
